Rabin to keep up fight 
until the convention

TEL AVIV. — Yitzhak Rabin said 
last night he is still in the race for 
the party's nomination for the 
premiership despite his setback in 
the elections for the convention 
which will decide the issue. Party 
Chairman Shimon Peres stated he 
was confident he would win the 
nomination. 

Both will now campaign heavily 
among the 3,000 delegates to the 
convention scheduled for 
December 17 and 18. 

The message of Feres' campaign 
appeared to be that he had won 
such a sweeping victory at the polls 
that waverers and Rabin sup- 
porters had better jump on his 
bandwagon before It -la too.-iata. 

Aharon Hare], Peres’ campaign 
manager, said last night that hli» 
camp had won 18. per cent of the 
189,000 votes- Harel waa confident 
his estimate was accurate since it 
was based on a comparison of the 
lists of his camp’s candidates with 
yesterday's returns. Hie floating 
vote is marginal and is part of the 
38 per cent of the votes which had 
not been given to Peres' camp, be 
added. 

In an indication to Rabin sup- 
porters that they had better drop 
any notions of contesting Peres' 
leadership, Hiatadrut Central Com- 
mittee member Gideon Ben- Yisrael 
said: "Whoever does not lend a 
hand to unite the party will find 
himself in growing Isolation." 

Perea’ aides noted that the elec- 


tion returns have already harmed 
the mayors of Dlmona, Heroliya 
and 8afad, who are Rabin sup- 
porters. In the local party branch 
elections, Dlmona's Jacques Amir 
won fewer votes than labour council 
head Albert Abutbul, a Peres sup- 
porter. Yosef Nevo, of Hersliya, 
and Aharon Nahmias, of Safad, also 
lost power, the sources reported. 

Rabin said he believed he had the 
solid support of 36 to 40 per cent of 
the convention delegates. Another 
13 per cent are undecided, a Rabin 
aide said. 

Peres' aides claimed their vic- 
tory waa particularly decisive in 
Tel Aviv, where they won 80 per 
cent of the votes; In Jerusalem, 
with more than 90 per cent; In 
Haifa, with 70 per cent; and 
Glvatayim, where they swept all 
the seata. 

But Rabin claimed the sweeping 
victories were usually in polling 
stations which had barred his 
observers. In Jerusalem, they were 
allowed Into the stations only In the 
afternoon, when it was too late, he 
said. 

Meanwhile the lawyers represen- 
ting Rabin and Peres — Yitzhak 
Moritz and David Llbal — agreed 
on the text of an affidavit refuting 
the L‘ Express report that Peres 
had information showing that a con- 
troversial businessman Bezalel 
Mizrahi had paid the IL2SO.OOO.One 
imposed on Leah Rabin for Illegally 
maintaining a bank account in the 
U.S. Peres told The Jerusalem Post 
he Intends to sign the text today. 


Nablus area under curfew, 
2 injured in demonstration 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Curfew and intensive house-to- 
house searches continued yester- 
day in the area east of Nablus 
where a terrorist attacked a bus 
travelling from Ellon Moreh to 
Kedumim on Tuesday, wounding 
two adults. 

A partial curfew was also Im- 
posed on two Nablus high schools, 
where two pupils were injured 
yesterday as soldiers fired warning 
shots to disperse demonstrators. 

The military government yester- 
day cut off telephone service to the 
Nablus area, and residents who 
wanted to cross into Jordan were 
turned back by security forces at 
the bridge. The Nablus local council 
sent off letters protesting the 
retaliatory steps. The military 
government has used similar steps 
in- the past following terrorist 
operations. 

' Security force investigators 
determined yesterday that the bus 
was attacked by a lone terrorist on 
the road from Nablus to Deir el- 
Hatab. Five rifle shots hit the bus, 
carrying children returning to 


Kedumim from a birthday party in 
Ellon Moreh, and the driver and an 
adult guard were lightly wounded. 

House-to-house searches were 
conducted In the Askar refugee 
camp, and the villages of Izmut, 
Salim and Deir e 1-Ha tab, all on the 
eastern outskirts of Nablus. 

In the school demonstrations, 
pupils at the Kadrl Toukan and Haj 
Ma’azouz Maori high schools 
yesterday threw up barricades 
near the schools, and stoned pass- 
ing IDF patrols. SolcUers tried to 
break up the two-hour melee with 
tear gas and rubber bullets, and 
finally opened fire, wounding two 
pupils. 

Students at the Al Najah College 
demonstrated In the Old City of 
Nablus yesterday morning, and 
shopkeepers shut down their stores , 
causing a nearly- total commercial 
strike. Almost all the city's schools 
reported disturbances in studies. 

In Ram all ah, high-school pupils 
yesterday threw rocks at an army 
patrol. The demonstration was dis- 
persed, and IB young people were 
arrested.

The 2l-nation Arab League may 
have to be dismantled due to the 
current rupture in Arab ranks 
League Secretary-General Chadll 
Kleibl said yesterday. 

Reports from Amman hinted that 
Klelbi made the suggestion after 
leaders from 18 member states at 
the summit conference in Amman 
quarrelled over whether to continue 
their parley in the absence of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
Syria. Lebanon, Libya. Algeria and 
South Yemen. 

The headquarters of the League 
were transferred last year to 
Tunisia from Egypt In protest 
against the peace treaty with 
Israel. Egypt, which was subse- 
quently suspended from the 
organization, last week set up a 
rival "League of Arab and Islamic 
Nations." 

Jordan. Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and Iraq were reported yesterday 
to have turned down Kleibi's 
appeals for the Amman parley to 
dispatch a delegation to Damascus 
to coax the Syrians Into ending their 
boycott of the summit. 

The meeting waa eventually call- 
ed Into an evening session after 
Saudi feelers to mend fences with 
the Syrian bloc were reportedly re- 
jected by Damascus. 

The summit, which began Tues 
day. Is due to conclude today with a 
communique outlining proposals 
for Arab economic and political 
cooperation. 

The leftist Beirut newspaper As- 
Snflr said yesterday that Crown 
Prince Fahd of Saudi Arabia con- 
ferred by telephone Tuesday with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat in a last 
minute attempt to persuade him to 
attend the parley. 

The newspaper said Arafat in' 
silted on not attending the con' 
ference. 

The Kuwaiti news agency said In 
a dispatch from Amman yesterday 
that the Arab summit will ask the 
Palestinians not to Involve 
themselves in inter- Arab disputes. 

The communique will appeal to 
the Palestinians to keep Arab 
leaders busy with the Palestinian 
cause instead of the Palestinians in- 
volving themselves in Inter-Arab 
differences, the agency said. 

Fahd'a call to Arafat waa 
reported tcahave been made at the 
request of a number of participants 
In the conference who argued that 
the summit's plans to discuss joint 
action against Israel would be futile 
amid the boycott by the so-called 
confrontation front comprising 
Syria. Lebanon and the PLO. 

The boycott has split the Arab 
world into two opposing camps In 
the worst rift for a decade, with 
Syrian-led hardliners staying 
away. 

Chief cause of the conflict is 
Iraq's two-mcsrihoM war with Iran. 
Conservatives have backed Iraq, 
but hardliners favour Iran. 

The seriousness of tile rift was ob- 
vious when Jordan's King Hussein 
opened the summit with an im- 
passioned appeal far Palestinian 
rights which failed to make one 
reference to the PLO, regarded by 
the Arabs as the sole legitimate 
representative of the Palestinians. 


Goren back after 
operation in U.S.

The coalition could have 
mustered a majority for the amend- 
ment yesterday, assuming the text 
of the amendment. had been com-* 
pleted. had it not been for a 
parliamentary stratagem by. 
Labour's Ze'ev Katz. 

Katz, a member of the Joint com- 
mittee preparing the amendment 
for the second and third readings, 
presented a clause yesterday mor- 
ning whereby the Anatomy and 
Pathology Law would also be 
applicable to settlers in the ad- 


ministered areas. Katz, a Labour 
hawk, counted on the Likud's sup- 
port for his proposaL But three 
doves, David Glass (National 
Religious Party). Moshe Amar 

(Alignment-Mapam) , and 

Mordechai WirahubaM (Shlnui), 
disliked the Idea of extending 
Israeli legislation to the areas, and 
declared that Katz's proposal had 
introduced a totally new element 
The House Committee is the only 
authority empowered to rule 
whether or not a proposal relating 
to legislation Is an integral part of 
that legislation, or a new element 
requiring an amendment of its own. 
Coalition chairman Haim Corfu, 
who is acting chairman of the 
House Committee, called the com- 
mittee into session. But It never 
convened. 

This was because Alignment 
chairman Moshe Sh&hal rushed to 
Speaker Yitzhak Berman and got a 
ruling preventing the session. Ber- 
man said that proposals about 
legislation can be approved or dis- 
qualified only at regular sessions of 
the House Committee, which are 


held only on Mondays and 
Tuesdays. 

The Liberal waverers were ap- 
parently won over by changes 
which were presented to them as 
Orthodox concessions. These state 
that no relative would be able to 
object to an autopsy If the Health 
Minister gazetted a regulation 
declaring an epidemic fr om which 
the deceased was thought to have 
died; and in cases where objections 
are allowed, and one relative ap- 
proves while a second objects, the 
objector must have as close a 
relationship to the deceased as the 
one who approves. 

Another concession, the Liberal 
waverers were told, would in- 
validate relatives* objections en- 
tirely if a magistrate ordered an 
autopsy on grounds of suspected 
negligence. 

Corfu, briefing reporters yester- 
day. charged that the Alignment 
had tabled an amendment four 
years ago at the request of the 
Orthodox which placed even bigger 
curbs on the doctors. 


Corfu said: "Our problem Is net 
to regulate the procedure- with 
regard to autopsies. Our problem Is 
how to keep the coalition worldnr 
together/* 


While the coalition leaders were 
working on the Liberal waverers, a 
doctors' delegation tuned tip la the 
committee corridor led by Dr. 
Haim Zaklcut, deputy chairman of 
the Medical Association. When 
Zakkut asked to speak, he was told 
that the association had already 
spent four hours earlier in the week 
putting its case against the amend- 
ment, and no further testimony was 
required. 

Tempers flared, and very soon 
Corfu was telling Zakkut that be 
would listen only to a doctor who 
had protested in the past against 
Alignment policy on autopsies. 

Aguda leader Shlomo Lorincs 
called the doctors “charlatans" 
and one of the doctors shunted: 
"We won't treat yon if you come to 
hospitaL” Lorincs replied: "When 
you need something In the Knesset, 
don't bother to come to me." 


Jordan moves 


troops north 


to face Syria 


KUWAIT. — Jordan has 
declared a state of alert among 
its armed forces and massed a 
division along its border with 
Syria to confront a similar 
Syrian military build-up, accor- 
ding to the Kuwait newspaper 
Al Qaboe. 

Citing informed Jordanian 
sources in Amman, the paper 
said yesterday tension along 
the Jordanlan-Syrian frontier 
rose on Tuesday when Syrian 
warplanes Dew over the Al- 
Mafrak military base, a prin- 
cipal base in northeast Jordan. 

Jordan also banned all aircraft 
flying over 29,000 feet, according to 
Israel radio. This is regarded as an 
intensification of an air defence 
alert. - 

The Associated Press said in a 
report from Amman that Syria has 
deployed its first armoured division 
with 400 tanks and up to 20,000 
soldiers around the southern town 
of Der&'a, about five kilometres 
from the Jordanian border. 

There was no official Jordanian 
or Syrian confirmation of the 
reports, which coincided with the 
convening of the Arab summit con- 
ference In Amman. 

While the Syrian armoured divi- 
sion poses no direct threat to Israel 
at this point, local sources said, the 
fact that it is located only 40 
kilometres from the border has 
caused conoern in Jerusalem. 
There is also concern that if the 
situation destabilises any further 
and conflict breaks out’ between 
Jordan and Syria, Israel may be 
placed in a position where it has to 
respond. 

There has been no significant 
change in the deployment of the 


Syrian division since it was first 
reported in Dera'a. There has been 
some logistical movement, but the 
situation is static. There have also 
been no Indications from the 
various reports from foreign 
sources that the Syrians have 
prepared to retreat after the sum- 
mit ends today. 

First reports on the military 
build-up along the Syria-Jordan 
border were published in Israel on 
Tuesday and later confirmed by 
Premier Menahem Begin. 

The build-up followed the 
deterioration of Jordanlan-Syrian 
relations since the outbreak of the 
Xraq-lran war, charges by Syrian 
officials that Jordan waa. training 
anti-Syrian elements, and disputes 
over the Amman summit. 

Both Syria and the PLO are 
boycotting the summit. Palestinian 
sources in Damascus yesterday 
said Jordanian forces had arrest e^l 
two Fatah terrorist groups over the 
weekend while they were trying to 
cross into the West Bank. 

The sources also accused the Jor- 
danian authorities of having 
launched a “large-scale campaign 
of arrests yesterday (Tuesday) 
among Palestinians" living in the 
capital, Amman, and In Zerqa to 
the north. 


Official sources in Washington 
said that the stationing of Syrian 
troops on the Jordanian border does 
not herald the beginning of a 
military operation, although they 
called the step “strange, even by 
Middle Eastern standards.” 

The State Department assess- 
ment of the situation Is backed up 
by reports from the U.S. Embassy 
in Amman, and the sources link the 
troop build-up to the pan-Arab sum- 
mit being held in Jordan's capitaL

Travel agent dies after 
Paris gunman’s attack 


PARIS. — The Jewish travel agent 
wounded on Tuesday during an at- 
tack on his agency died In hospital 
yesterday, police said. 

Edwin Dowek, 52, Cairo-born 
manager of International Travel 
Tours, died early yesterday mor- 
ning from head wounds following 
the attack by a lone gunman. In 
which Ms wife Michele, 46, waa kill- 
ed and & secretary wounded. 

Police Investigators said yester- 
day the gunman had used the same 
type of weapons and ammunition as 
those in an abortive attack on 
former Iranian premier Shahpour 
B&khtlar Last July, and the 
assassination of a Syrian exile 
figure three days later. 

- Police said the weapon employed 
in Tuesday’s attack was an It al i an 
Beretta pistol with a silencer, firing 
Czech-produced 7.65mm bullets. 

The gunman, described by 
witnesses as a man of Arab 
appearance and about 30 years old. 
threw away the pistol ns he left the 


building. He fired eight shots inside 
the second-floor office, which had 
specialized in "Tours of Hope” to 
Israel and Egypt since the Camp 
David peace accords. 

Investigators said the same type 
of automatic pistols and ammuni- 
tion were used by gunmen who un- 
successfully tried to shoot their way 
into Bakhtlar’s home on July 18. A 
policeman and a woman bystander 
were killed in the shooting, which 
resulted in the arrest of five men 
from various Middle Eastern coun- 
tries who are now awaiting trial. 


The shot that three days later Wil- 
ed exiled Syrian premier Sal ah 
Bitar outside the office of his 
newspaper in a Paris office 
building, was also fired from a 
Beretta pistol, and the bullet was 
Czech, police said. 

The Dowek couple's murder 
brought to 17 the number of people 
slain in Paris terrorist attacks in 
the past two years. (Reuter, UPI)

Peres supporters claim 
sweeping win in J’lem

Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Perea won a sweeping 1 victory, in 
Jerusalem, according to branch 

. secretary MK Uzi Bar am, who in- 
dicated that by his tally Yitzhak 
Rabin had won less than 25 per cent 
of the capital's delegates to the par- 
ty convention in Tuesday’s election. 

In some areas, such as West 
Jerusalem and the Palmach dis- 
trict, pro-Peres candidates virtual- 
ly swept the field, as they did In the 
trade union ballots, he said. 

Bar am, a Peres supporter, con- 
ceded that a substantial number of 
delegates were uncommitted. But 
he Insisted that Rabin’s camp had 
taken a severe drubbing In 
Jerusalem. “The gap was much 
wider than expected,” he said. 

He called on Rabin, in light of the 
Labour Party election results, to 
"make it clear whether he intends 
to pursue the contest right to the 
end.” 

If the former premier. sought “a 
working arrangement,” Baram 
said he was “sure he'd find a ready 
ear." 

Baram said he favoured a work- 
ing arrangement — but this did not 
necessarily mean that Rabin must 
be a candidate for a top ministerial 


post in the future Peres-led govern- ' 
merit. If Labour returns to power, 
.Baram said, .there will be “other 
planes of political activity” in 
which top posts woifld be available. • 

This appeared to be 1 a hint of a 
possibility of Rabin taking the- 
Jewish Agency chairmanship. 

Sources close to Rabin have-said 
that the former premier has little 
inclination in this direction. 

Among the ’new faces' appearing 
in Jerusalem’s contingent to the 
national convention are former 
diplomat Zvl Raflah, former Trade . 
Mxnistery director Amos Mar-Haim, 
Hebrew University professors 
Ze'ev Sternhall. Yirmiyahu Yovel 
and Amnon Sela, pnd Foreign 
Ministry officials David Rivlin and 
CollCtte A vital. 

Baram is seen as a leading can- 
didate tor the post of Labour Party 
secretary-general if and when Bar- 
Lev leaves the post to take a senior 
cabinet portfolio. 

Political observers in Jerusalem 
are wondering about the role and 
status of Mayor Teddy KbUek in 
Labour's top echelons. Some detect 
a certain cooling off In relations 
between the mayor and Feres.

Clinical psychologist

The committee meeting was 
chaired by Prime Minister 
Men&hem Begin, who also serves 


as Defence Minister. He accepted 
the Treasury’s position that the 
budget was not to be increased. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
plans to meet with Begin In two 
weeks to decide on next year's 
budget Final approval of the elec- 
tion year budget will thus be In 
Begin's hands. Hurvitz Is willing to 
explain the new budget to- other 
ministers, but he does not intend to 
haggle with them.

Gov’t Yearbook gives uneven coverage

The new Government Yearbook 
for 5740 has just been published by 
the Information Centre, together 
with a less formal book of revised 
facts and figures that is Intended to 
serve as a mini-encyclopedia on 
Israel. 

The yearbook provides a list in 
English of Knesset members, 
cabinet ministers, and all the major 
officials In government ministries 
and other public Institutions. The 
rest, of the text, written in Hebrew, 
Includes the traditional introduc- 
tion by the prime minister, a sum- 
mary of major events In Israel 
from October 1978 to March 1980, 
and reports from all the ministries. 

The yearbook, priced at I860, 
may confuse hasty seekers of infor- 
mation. Published in 5£41, the year- 
book Is for 5740 — ' and surveys 
events In 5789 (1978-79). 

"It can take much longer than six 


months for the ministries to gather 
all the information about their ac- 
tivities In the previous year and 
send it to us," explained a 
spokesman for the Information 
Centre. 

Some ministries report only on' 
the financial year ending in 5789, so 
that their accounts conclude in 
March 1979. Other reports list 
ministry activities to the end of the 
calendar year 1979, while the 
Ministries of Religious Affairs »**fl 
Health give Information about their 
work until the end of the 1979-80 
financial year. The freshest 
material comes from the Foreign 
Ministry, whose account runs Into 
last April. 

The second book, This is Israel, la 
entirely in Hebrew, but resembles 
the English-language Facts about 
Israel in content ami design. Both 
the Hebrew guide, priced at 1830, 
and the yearbook were subsidized 
by the. government-

Jerusalem Fast Co mm pond eat 
CAIRO. — The Coptic archbishop of 
Jerusalem is In Cairo to aeek the 
help of the Egyptian government to 
secure the return of church proper- 
ty they say was seized by Ethiopian 
monks In 1970. 

On Tuesday Archbishop Anba 
Barillas met with Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kam&l Hasson All to dis- 
cuss the church's grievance. 

A Coptic church spokesman said 
that the archbishop Is seeking the 
return of Deir cl Sultan, a 
monastery on the roof of the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre. 

He said that Israel's High Court 
of Justice declared In 1971 that It 
was the property of the Coptic 
church, to whom it should be 
returned. The Israeli government, 
however, bad not implemented the 
decision. 

In addition to Egypt’s frequent 
calls for the return of the Islamic 
holy places In Jerusalem, It la also 
keen to placate Its Christian minori- 
ty, estimated to number about six 
million. 

Pope Shenouda HI, the Coptic 
patriarch, has decreed that no Copt 
may visit Jerusalem until the 
problem of Deir el Sultan la resolv- 


ed. Thc recent conference of Egyp- 
tian tour agents in Tel Aviv heard 
that up to half a million Copts might 
visit Jerusalem if the ban were 
lifted. 

The issue is likely to be brought 
up at a future session of the nor- 
malization talks. 

Our Jerusalem reporter adds: 

Israeli sources last night said 
that it was unlikely that a decision 
would be made to change the status 
quo, at least in the forseeable 
future. 

"It's a very complicated 
matter,” said a source close to the 
situation. 

The High Court ruled, on the 
basis of law established during the 
Mandatory period, that matters 
affecting the status quo of the holy 
places were matters for political 
decision. The Copts are now appeal- 
ing again to the High Court. 

The Copts and Ethiopians have 
been disputing their rights In the 
Holy Sepulchre for some 300 years. 
The Issue of Deir el Sultan was 
deliberated for 17 years under the 
Jordanians. Amman finally award- 
ed possession to the Ethiopians but, 
reportedly under pressure from the 
Egyptian leader Gama! Abdul 
Nasser, later reversed itself.

In April 1978 the Knesset Interior 
Committee recommended that the 
villagers be granted new homes 
elsewhere, or a more generous cash 
compensation than required by , 
law. Even though the Beduin had no j 
proof of title, they had lived in Maf- 
jar for decades, the committee 
said. 

Hospital patients 
told of rights

The Shaare Zedek Hospital in 
Jerusalem yesterday started giving 
every newly admitted patient a 
copy (In Hebrew translation) of the 
International Declaration of 
Patients' Rights. 

The declaration states patients' 
rights to be fully Informed about 
their condition by the doctors atten- 
ding them, except where It Is felt 
that the information might adverse- 
ly affect their, health. . 

It specifies that the express con- 
sent of patients must be obtained 
before any new diagnostic or 
therapeutic techniques are used an 
them, and that they may rescind 
their consent at any stage of the 
treatment or experiment. 

The declaration was adopted 
recently by the International 
Federation of Hospitals.

Flower-growers can’t pay 
IS18.5 bill to Mekorot 


Gur-Aryeh warns against Hebrew bill 


YITZHAK OKED 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Ninety per cent of the 
flowers slated for export will wilt 
and die within the next few days if 
Mekorot cuts off water to growers 
who cannot pay their bills, it was 
claimed yesterday. 

As a press conference here, 
representatives of live water- 
supply subcontractors which 
collect money for water consump- 
tion fn 220 villages admitted that 
they owe Mekorot ISUL5m. ( but 


said they cannot pay their water 
bill now. 

They sold that they hod bad a 
very bad summer because of stiff 
competition from Arabs from 
Judea and Samaria, and hod been 
unable to make any profits from the 
summer vegetables. 

The 220 villages produce about 90 
per cent of all the flowers Israel 
sends abroad. The representatives 
are seeking a governmen t loan to 
pay Mekorot. 

A Mekorot spokesman was un- 
available for comment yesterday. 


Post Knesset Reporter 
The prime minister's adviser on 
Arab affairs, Binyamln Gur-Aryeh, 
has warned that a private 
members' bill on the primacy of the 
Hebrew language In Israel could 
upset the carefully maintained 
balance between Hebrew and 
Arabic as the country’s two official 
languages. 

In response, MKs Kosbe Shamir 
(Tehiya) and Zalman Shoval 
(Likud-Rafl) promised to Insert 
Into their bill clauses buttressing 
the role of Arabic as the dominant 
language among non-Jews in 


Israel, and ensuring its privileged 
position alongside Hebrew. 

Arab nationalist elements could 
easily exploit the bill, charging dis- 
crimination, Gur-Aryeh h«d told 
the Knesset Education Committee 
on Tuesday. 

Acting committee chairman MK 
Sarah Doron (Likud- Liber ala) 
noted that blood had been shed over 
language rivalries In countries like 
Canada and Belgium. More care 
and more thought were essential. 
Doron told Shoval and Shamir, 
before the Knesset passed the sort 
of bill they had proposed, even on 
the preliminary reading. 


Religious Affairs official cleared 


Man suspected of threatening official

director-general Gedalla Schrelber 
has been told by police that there is 
no basis for allegations that he mis- 
used his powers when serving as 
chairman ot the Jerusalem 
Religious Council.

no plans to see the three unnamed 
ministry employees he suspects of 
leaking the allegations. The 
director-general sold earlier this 
week, when the allegations were be- 
ing Investigated by police, that the 
three staffers "Invented the stories 
because they oppose my efforts to 
restore order in the ministry.” 
Schrelber was Informed by police 
that his case was closed.

Brezhnev: U.S. must drop 
dreams of superiority 


MOSCOW. Leonid Brezhnev 
yesterday told Senator Charles Per- 
cy the U.S. will never achieve 
military superiority over the Soviet 
Union and rnllod for an Immediate 
resumption of strategic arms 
limitations talks. Tass reported. 

The Soviet lender, however, tlid 
not specifically say he would be 
willing to renegotiate the SALT-II 
treaty. 

Percy, who met newsmen briefly 
after his nearly thrco-hour meeting 
with the Soviet president, refused to 
discuss dctnils of what was said at 
the Kremlin meeting — the first 
between Brezhnev and a high- 
ranking American official In 17 
months. 

Tass quoted Brezhnev as saying, 
"Wc did not want and do not want 
anv worsening of relations with the 
United States. The Soviet Union is 
in favour of strengthening and 
developing relations with the 
United States on a long-term 
basis.'' 


Rut Tnss also said. "Leonid 
Brezhnev stressed the hopelessness 
of the attempts to achieve military 
superiority over the USSR." 

"The Soviet Union is not the kind 
of country to be talked to on such a 
basis," Tnss quoted Brezhnev as 
saying. 

Percy said he- found Brezhnev 
"realistic, practical, living in the 
real world." He noted that he had 
met the Soviet leader twice before, 
and said: 

"This was by ail odds the moat 
satisfactory discussion because we 
had such a full agenda, and 
relationships have gotten to such a 
low ebb that they have no way to go 
but up." 

•Brezhnev also called on U.S. 
President-elect Ronald Reagan to 
pursue a considered, realistic 
policy to improve relations between 
the superpowers. 

Percy will head the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee under 
Reagan. (UPI. AP, Reuter) 


Saudis may reopen ‘Solomon’s mine’ 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). — Saudi 
Arabia is likely to go ahead with a 
gold-mine project on what may 
have been the site of King 
Solomon's mine, official Saudi 
sources said yesterday. 

A feasibility study is almost com- 
plete. and prospects of the govern- 
ment approving full-scale produc- 
tion are good, they said. 

After the board of the state- 
owned Petroleum and Mineral Cor- 
poration gives the go-ahead, a joint 
company owned equally by It and 


Consolidated Gold Fields Limited, 
of Britain, would be farmed to begin 
production, they said. 

The sources said that the mine, at 
Mabd Adh Dhahab, could produce 
over 100 tons of ore a year- con- 
taining gold, silver, copper and 
zinc. They declined to give ex- 
pected yields, but noted the present 
gold price of over $000 an ounce 
made the project attractive. 

Surveys of the site have shown 
evidence of open-pit mining there 
3,000 years ago. 


UN resolution on diplomats’ rights 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — UN 
members approved a resolution on 
Tuesday strongly condemning all 
acts of violence against diplomatic 
and- consular missions and 
representatives. 

The resolution originated with 
Denmark, Finland, Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden, who placed 
the question of diplomatic protec-, 
tlon on the General Assembly's 
agenda. 

The General Assembly's legal 
committee, made up of all 154 UN 
members, endorsed the resolution 
by unanimous consent and sent it to 
the assembly, where it was assured 


final adoption. 

Farideh Ahmadl of Iran said that 
it did not reflect "the reality of con- 
temporary bilateral relations." She 
complained that while the resolu- 
tion upheld the rights and protec- 
tion of diplomats, it said nothing 
about the rights and protection of 
the countries they served in. Fifty- 
two U.S. diplomats have been 
hostages in Iran for over a year. 

The resolution asked countries 
to repo rt to UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, serious violations 
of diplomatic Immunity, measures 
taken to bring the violators to 
justice and the final outcome of 
proceedings against them. 1

BELGRADE (UPI). — Yugoslav

Ljubiclc said that the world is 
closer now to cataclysm than at any 
time in the past 85 years, when he 
asked parliament yesterday to ap- 
prove military spendings totalling 
about 00 per cent of the 1981 federal 
budget.

Quake aftermath rocks Italy gov’t 


ROME (AP). — The army blamed 
the Interior Ministry. 

The political parties blamed the 
government. The quake survivors 
berated the president. 

Even British Premier Margaret 
Thatcher, who was being wined and 
dined by Prime' Minister Arnaldo 
Forlani while the first tremors had 
reduced dozens of villages to rub- 
ble, was being . dragged Into a 
spiralling chorus of complaints 
against the creaky rescue 
machinery, of the Italian state. 

"My name is Luciano Oonza, Mr. 
President," shouted a returning 
emigrant at San Angelo Del Lom- 
bardi, buttonholing President San- 
dro Pertini on live, nationwide 
television. "What did they do? 
What are they doing? They have 
left us all alone. I drove 1,000 
kilometres for what? What about 
those who went to rescue the Viet- 
namese babies or the Algerian 
quake victims? When are they com- 
ing?" 

Journalists and volunteehi beat 
official rescue squads to many of 
the destroyed. villages, sometimes 
by over 24 hours. In many oases, 
lack of bulldozers and cranes 
prevented removal of the heavy 
stones under which survivors still 
breathed. 

Typical of the chaos which has* 
marked the three days following * 


the earthquake has been the death 
counts. The Italian Array baa been 
consistently ahead of the Interior 
Ministry, sometimes by over 1,000 
bodies. The army, which had 
deployed 10,000 troops in the area, 
reports 200,000 persons are 
homeless. The Interior Ministry 
only SO.QOO.. 

Communist Party secretary 
Enrico Berlinguer blamed the 
Interior Ministry for keeping the 
figures artificially low for three 
days, in order not to cause alarm 
among Italians. 

"Once again the government is 
unprepared, despite the 1976 Friuli 
earthquake and 1968 Belice tremors 
and despite its promises for a per- 
manent alert system," he said. 

During tumultuous sessions in 
parliament, opposition deputies 
have charged: 

• Italy's most recent national 
seismic map is a military chart 
drawn up between the First and the 
Second World War. 

• Thousands of state employees 
have deserted their jobs in southern 
Italy and the. government has not 
moved to order them back. 

• . The army allowed too many 
soldiers on Sunday leave and was 


only able to start response to relief 
operations late Monday morning. 


Only 400 were on the scene Sunday* 
night. 


"Speeches and polemics are not 
only useless, but they make the dis- 
aster even worse," Forlani 
responded. “The government will 
not neglect anything it can possibly 
do." 


Afghan villagers executed in 
search and destroy raids 


NEW DELHI. — Soviet and Afghan 
troops sealed oft a village, roudded 
up suspected guerrillas and ' ex- 
ecuted 12 men by driving over them 
with a tank, a Western diplomatic 
source said yesterday. 

"The Soviet and Afghan troops 
began conducting "widespread 
search and destroy operations" 
around Kabul last week where 
fighting has erupted, he said. 

Troops, tanks and armoured per- 
sonnel carriers invaded a village in 
Tangl Canyon in Wardak province 
80 kilometres southwest of Kabul. 
The troops "entered the narrow 
valley, blocked escape routes and 
began the systematic roundup of 
mujahideen (rebel freedom 
fighters) whose names were on a 
list carried by the' officers," the 
source said. 

The search parties ^were directed 


towards specific houses by Afghan 
liSfdfthers In tone oltiie .armoured 
personnel carrldrs using a 
loudspeaker, during the raid on 
November 19« he said. . 

His report could not be in- 
dependently confirmed because the 
Afghan government has banned 
western reporters from 
Afghanistan. He said the report 
came from several sources and he 
considered it reliable. . 

In Kabul Itself security 
precautions had been tightened 
with Soviet troops taking over 
checkpoints In the suburbs which 
had previously been manned by 
Afghan soldiers, the source said. 

There had also been an Increase 
in armoured patrols through the 
city at night but despite the 
stepped-up security, murders and 
assassinations continued in Kabul. 
(UPI, Reuter) * 


Call for army rule in El Salvador 


SaN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(UPI). — A prominent rightist ac- 
cused the U.S. -backed ruling junta 
of destroying the country and called 
for formation of a military govern- 
ment to pave the way for. elections 
within one year. 

"Lamentably, the vehicle to im- 
pose this is always the military," 
said Ricardo Jimenez Castillo, 
spokesman for the right-wing 
Broad National Front 

Authorities meanwhile reported 


56 slayings on Tuesday in the 
political violence sweeping El 
Salvador. Leftist guerrillas bent on 
ousting the centrist five-man junta 
are figh ti ng ultrarightists and the 
military. 

Among the latest killings were 22 
guerrillas slain by government 
troops who attacked a house which 
the rebels were using as. a base of 
operations In San Roque, 10 
kilometres northeast of San 
Salvador, military officials said. 


Mother can’t visit 
Shcharansky 


MADRID (UPI). — Jewish dissi- 
dent Anatoly Shcharansky collaps- 
ed recently with stomach and back 
trbuhle.and Soviet authorities have 
refused ‘ permission’’ for' fits elderly 
mother to visit him at a work camp 
In the Urals, according to Ms wife. 

"We’re worried. We don’t know 
what Is wrong with him but we 
think he Is being punished because 
he tried to mail a letter to the 
Madrid conference’" Avital 
Shcharansky said/in an interview: 

Mrs. Shcharansky was in Madrid 
on Tuesday and yesterday to seek 
help for her husband from Western 
delegates to the European Security 
Conference. 

Shcharansky, arrested in March 
1977 on charges of working for the 
CIA and sentenced In July 1978 to 12 
years In a labour camp, collapsed 
in September at his job as a metal 
worker, his wife said. 

After two weeks in a hospital, he 
was sent back to work but he now 
weighs only 48 kg„ 14 kg. less than 
before he went to prison, she said. 

Mrs. Shcharansky said hls 
mother, who is In her 70s, was 
scheduled to visit him In December 
but permission was withdrawn 
without explanation. 

U.S., Soviets hold 
informal talks 

MADRID (UPI). — A group of U.S. 
congressmen met informally over 
coffee with top Soviet delegates to 
the European Security Conference 
yesterday in a three-hour exchange 
of views on Afghanistan, human . 
rights and disarmament. 


Carter urges Americans to ‘heal’ campaign wounds 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Jimmy Carter wants Americans to 
stop condemning each other and 
start healing the wounds Inflicted 
this year in both religious and 
political circles. 

“I hope we can put aside the con- 
demnation of one another and the 
exultation of ourselves, the belief 
we are superior ... and through 
humility and a recommitment to 
compassion and love heal the- 
wounds that have concerned us all 
this year,” Carter said. 

Carter, smiling hut speaking 
slowly and with, great feeling, used 


the celebration . of- National Bible 
Week on Tuesday to try to deal with 
what he perceives to be sharpening 
religious differences In the U.S. 

Carter did not refer to anyone by 
name while speaking to about 200 
persons in the White House East 
Room, but it was clear that some of 
hls remarks were aimed at the 
Moral Majority and other religious 
opponents who were sharply 
critical of him during the. cam- 
paign. 

"After ail .I've read in the news 
media the last few months, it's a 


remarkable sight to see so many 
people who believe in God in the 
same room without, physical com-, 
bat," Carter said in his opening 
remark. 

"At the conclusion of this difficult 
year. In religious, not just political, 
circles, it's time for those of us who 
do believe In the Bible, who study It 
as part of our lives, to reassess how 
we come together In a spirit of love 
and mutual understanding and a 
common commitment to serve 
Christ, those among us who are 
Christians, and a supreme God/' 
Carter said.

Market, for example, is something 
of a major east-west trading post 
for the southern hemisphere. It 
offers shoppers a good many items 
not found In the standard curio 
shops elsewhere in Southern Africa, 
such as betel nut. curry powders 
and other spices from India, and 
silks and cottonprint fabrics 
suitable for saris from the sub* 

continent and elsewhere In the Far 
East. 

THE INDIAN Influence also makes 
itself fell in Durban’s main In- 
dustry. which is tourism. A "Golden 
Mile" — actually somewhat over 
two miles — of luxury hotels and 
holiday apartment complexes has 
grown up along Durban's sunny 
beaches, primarily within the past 
20 vears. 

The resulting effect is something 
between the French Riviera and 
Miami Beach. Durban, indeed, has 
become a favourite seaside retire- 
ment community for a large portion 
of South Africa's Jewish communi- 
ty. But the overall character of the 
holiday ocean front seems as much 
eastern as western. 

One of the newest and moat eye- 
catching of the scores of hotels on 
the Golden Mile Is the Maharanl, a 
32-storey, five-star establishment 
which opened just over two years 
ago. The Maharanl is one of over 
two dozen hotels in the Southern 
Sun chain, the company run by 
South Africa's aggressive Jewish 
hotel king. Sol Kerzner, but the only 
one to reflect tbe Indian character 


of Durban. 

This Is carried out with con- 
siderable taste in a style which 
reflects both the Mogul and the 
British regimes of old Delhi. Hindu 
murals and Victorian crystal 
chandeliers grace the hotel's main 
foyer, and rosewood frames the an- 
tique mirrors on the sweeping stair- 
cases. The Maharanl'a main 
restaurant, the Papadum. offers 
the typical English breakfast on the 
terrace. For lunch and dinner, 
while the blades of tbe colonial style 
celling fans lazily turn, the 
specialities are mutton and beef 
curries. 

The Maharanl, however, keeps 
its Indian motif In check, and thus 
avoids descending Into kitsch. The 
hotel is also dedicated to playing a 
major role In the life of swinging 
Durban, and to this end it features a 
pool deck on its 32nd floor, and just 
below, on the 3lst, a members -only 
disco-bar called Raffles, which is 
reached via a somewhat hairy ride 
on a neon-lit elevator that glides up 
and down the exterior of the hotel. 

ANOTHER DURBAN hotel with a 
distinctive Indian touch Is the four- 
star Royal, which belongs to the 
Tale of Three Cities chain. The 
Royal actually has Its roots in a 
hostelry established in 18*3, and 
was x* watering hole for the likes of 
Cecil Rhodes. H.G. Wells and Mark 
Twain. 

Today, the hotel has been com- 
pletely rebuilt, but its grill room, 
with Us high vaulted ceilings, Vic- 


torian stained glass and polished 
woods has been preserved. 

Indian waiters dressed In pukri 
glide about silently with their trays 
of smoked barracuda and 
bouillabnisc. Entrees include 
guinea fowl chasseur, roast saddle 
of lamb, and a variety of curries. 
For that final touch of Imperial 
elegance,, a string trio plays 
classical music to esse the diners 
on through to the local branches and 
Cuban cigars. 

Despite the elements of regal lux- 
ury and raffish discotheques. Dur- 
ban remains a family resort area. 
Peak season coincides with school 
holidays stretching through 
December and halfway through 
January, when families from 
Johannesburg and Cape Town flock 
to Durban’s hotels. 

Israeli families can also rind 
abundant accommodation Is Dur- 
ban at what must be considered 
bargain prices. The Cabana Beach 
Hotel, for example, located 13 
kilometres north of Durban in the 
new Umhlanga Rocks resort area, 
features 316 family-style suites 
ranked in 13 storeys, each with Its 
own view of the sea from largo 
patios complete with barbecue 
grills. 

The average suites are from 84 to 
78 square metres, and feature 
separate lounge, dining and sleep- 
ing ureas for from four to eight 
guests. Each unit has its own com- 
plete kitchenette. Rates per adult 
range from about 20 rand (about 
IS 180) a night in the low season 
1 from mid-October to December) 
'to R27 (IS238) (in the peak season). 
Rates for children are less than half 
the adult rate. 

Cabana Beach guests con avail 
themselves of the hotel's super- 
market and prepare their meals 
"at home," but .the facility also 
features four restaurants, as well 
as full sporting activities and child- 
care services. 

Another link in the Kerzner 
Southern Sun hotel chain, the 
Cabana Beach la rated three-stars, 
but it would not seem out of place 
alongside any five-star Israeli es- 
tablishment. 
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the “white art” Austria’s major at- 
traction. Every holiday village 
makes full use of its surroundings, 
and experienced winter guests 
study the snow reports and check 
out the slopes with the same 
enthusiasm they devote to con- 
sulting the menu at lunchtime. __

THINGS are looking rosy again for 
London's Covent Garden. Tbe old 
market building, home of the 
world's most famous fruit and 
vegetable market has been 
transformed into a small village of 
late-night speciality shops, and 
brightly coloured boutiques now 
trade where the barrow boys used 
to be. More than 40 shops and half- 
a-dozen eating placea — 
restaurants, wine bora, coffee bars 
and a pub make up the new step- 
ping centre, and strolllsg among 
the courtyards and col onna des of 
the elegant 19th century building Is 
a pleasure for every visitor. 

The original Covent Garden piaz- 
za. London's first real square, was 
designed by Inigo Jones In 1630. The 
market was built on part of the site 
just 200 years later, and served the 
city for close on a century and a 
half. 

The traders finally moved out In 
1974 (to modern premises across 
the River Thames) and restoration 
work on the old building began. 

One of the earliest operations, tor 
example, was the clearing of the 
vast expanse of vaults under the 
south hall, that had been used for 
storing bananas, to provide two 
courtyards of shops. 

More than 1,000 applications were 
received for the 30 shop units and a 
careful mix of specialist shops, 
stalls and restaurants was selected. 
Food and fashion, books, arts, 
crafts and antiques, toys and gifts 
all have their place In the market 
(which Is open six days a week until 
8 p.m.). 

Shop Zronta are based on the 
original designs, and in the north 
hall a flavour of the old market 
days remains. 40 original wrought- 
Iron stalls salvaged from the 
Flower Market are now let to 
traders to sell their own crafts, 
pottery, fruit and vegetables in the 
“Apple Market.” 

The new eating placea range 
from the inexpensive 
sandwich/coffee bar to an English- 
style brasserie. Peelers. The Dairy 



Punch and Judy pub In Covent Garden 


Centre has a wine bar with hot and 
cold cheese dishes and The 
Crusting Pipe, run by Davy's, who 
own 12 wine bars in London, serve 
charcoal grilled steaks as well as 
cold meats, salads and cheese. 
“The Punch and Judy” pub Is so 
named because It Is close to the site 
where the first Punch and Judy 
Stew took place in Engla n d. On the 
west side of the piazza is the Royal 
Opera House and opposite -it the 
Flower Market, completed In 1872. 
now houses London Transport's 
museum of early buses and trams, 
and next year there will be Lon- 
don's first theatre museum. 

Facing them Is SL Paul's Church, 


popularly known as the actors' 
church. Bernard Shaw's Eliza 
Doolittle met Professor Higgins un- 
der the portico, and when the 
building was later destroyed by 
fire, it was rebuilt to the original 
design. Under the portico, 
musicians play every lunchtime. 

Over the past few years, the 
whole area just north of Aldwych 
was being developed Into an ex- 
citing shopping district in- anticipa- 
tion of the new-look Covent Garden. 
When the precinct was opened to 
the public this spring, it immediate- 
ly became one of the capital’s 
greatest attractions, for Londoners 
and visitors alike. 
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and cable railways. Each resort 
has three ski trails, varying in 
degree of difficulty, and moot also 
offer cross-country ski trails. 

Skiing, which Austrians say was 
invented in their, country. !a taught

Living with dialysis

"The first time I went for 
dialysis, a few tears trickled down 
when they inserted the needles to 
hook me up to the machine. Another 
patient told me I could cry the first 
time If I wanted, but after that I 
wouldn’t be allowed any more 
tears. ’What do you mean I’m 
allowed to cry this time?’ I asked. 
■I don’t allow myself to cry at all.’ ” 
She wiped away the tears, and that 
was the last time she cried over her 
kidney problem. "I've run Into too 
many patients who feel sorry for 
themselves. I want people to know 


they live with this problem." 

Living with the problem isn't 
always easy, but sometimes there 
are people willing to help. "For a 
year. I couldn't find work because 
people lost Interest in me as soon as 
they heard about my illness. One of 
their excuses was that I would have 
to leave work at two o'clock three 
days a week to go for dialysis, and 
they insisted they needed someone 
until four. 

“One day, I met a friend and told 
him my problem. Two weeks later, 
my current boss, Haim Bechar, 
called and said he. was ready for me 
to start working the next day.” Yaf- 
fa is an interior decorator. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM arose when 
she registered for the first kidney 
transplant. Since the kidney must 
be transplanted within hours of the 
donor's death, patients awaiting 


transplants are afraid to walk away 
from the telephone. 

"I knew having to stay home all 
the time would kill me. Again, one 
of my friends came to the rescue. He 
went to one of Ms friends, Ephraim 
"Froike” Blggon of the Beeper 
Company and asked about renting a - 
beeper for me. When Froike heard 
why I needed one, he offered to give . 
me the use of a beeper without 
charge. He's given me one again 
now wMle I wait for the second 
transplant. It's, too bad there aren't 
more people like him around; if all 
patients In my position could have a 
beeper, they could lead much more 
normal lives, and there would be a 
lot less time and reason for self- 
' pity.” (As of the end of September, 
there were 178 people in Israel on 
dialysis and 101 waiting tor kidney 
transplants, according to the 
Ministry of Health.) 

Yaffa, who is divorced, has an 11- 


ycar-old son. "He comes to dialysis 
irith me sometimes, and he insists 
on staying, even though It gives him 
goose pimples to watch." 

Yaffa wishes more Israelis were 
aware of the Importance of permit- 
ting kidney transplants after death. 
"There's a religious problem, of 
course, but I don't understand why 
non-religious people object. After 
all, the kidney can no longer serve 
their loved one who died, but It can 
help another person live. Isn't that 
a living memorial to the person who 
died?" 


SHE'S KEEPING a 'diary, which 
she may someday publish as a book 
to offer kidney patients new hope. 
"There are some patients who suf- 
fer physically more than I do, but in 
many cases the real problem is a 
vicious cycle : people don't go out to 
work because of the Illness and 
then, because they sit home all day 
and also have economic problems, 
they feel even worse. 

"I travel all over the country. The 
only reason Z don’t go abroad is that 
dialysis abroad costs 9300 a visit, 
and I don’t have that Mod of money. 
When I read articles about kidney 
patients, they seem so unfortunate 
and pitiable. It doesn’t have to be 
that way." 


IF LIZZI E BORDEN is Rosaline 
Subel's first adult work (she has 
previously choreographed for 
children), it is a truly remarkable 
achievement.

She 
was conspicuous also in the other 
two works hut didn't match the 
potency with which she portrayed 
the ill-fated girl. 

Fred Marteny's Fancy Fr.ee 
(music: Leonard Bernstein) was 
this Czech choreographer’s first 
work here too, and Its light mood 
made a happy ending — but the 


dancing never quite reached the 
fizz and crackle necessary to its 
kind- of humour, a mixture of old 
comedy and new capers. And why 
did the dancers have to use Im- 
aginary glasses? The real things 
(even without liquid) might have 
added that touch (that "sprits") of 
truth that the choreography didn’t 
offer. The teamwork, however, 'was 
admirable, and Ami Daskal's 
strenuous solo had some excep- 


tional points, as did also to a lesser 
extent the less arduous one of Ezer 
Dror. The girls contributed 
slickness and style. 

Set designs by Iris T&uman Relsh 
(constructed by Zvi Levav) produc- 
ed the right "climate" in each 
ballet with simplicity and a 
minimum of props. 


Balanchine’s Ooncerto Barocco 
opened . the programme with the 
dancers all looking stiffly self- 
conscious and working overly hard 
in the first movement (music : Bach 
two violin concertos in D Minor). 
They eased up in the slow move- 
ment and in the finale showed more 
of the palish and pace that makes 
this work both aristocratic and art- 
ful. 


FOLLOWING the big basketball 
derby won by one point by Tel Aviv 
Maccabi this week, the footballers 
of the same dubs take the field at 
the Bloomfield Stadium on . Satur- 
day for the match of the day. 

Bloomfield is the home ground of 
both Tel Aviv Hapoel and Tel Aviv 
Maccabi, and the support from the 
stands will be divided. What is un- 
usual this year is the gap between 
the standings of the teams — 
Hapoel in second place after top- 
ping the table for many weeks and 
Maccabi floundering in 12th place. 

Many would describe Tel Aviv 
Hapoel as the surprise team of the 
season, scoring more goals (20) 
th^ m any other eleven in the first 
division. In comparison, Maccabi 
have netted only seven goals. Yet 
both defences have conceded 11 
goals. Tei Aviv Maccabi gave a 
clear hint last Saturday that we can 
anticipate better things from the 
team; In. -their best game of the 
season, they beat champions 
Netanya Maccabi 2:1. Danny 
Neuman and Benny Tabak played 
at the top of their form, and a 
repeat performance win give tha 
Hapoel defence some problems. 
Also Menahem Bello and Melr Nizn- 
nl stood out in defence. 

Tel Aviv Hapoel have developed 
their teamwork and have the edge 
in all round strength. Yet they could 
still do with a sharpshooter and this 
fact was underlined last week In 
their 0:0 draw against Haifa 
Hapoel. The derby is certain to be 
hard fought every inch of the way, 
and there is likely to be little in.it at 
the end of 90 minutes. 

Jerusalem will be treated to 
the second big match on the card 
with league leaders Beersheba 
Hapoel playing at the YMCA 
ground. The Negev side is very 
good at home but unpredictable 
when playing away.

U.S. prime rate 17%% 

NEW YORK l API. — Several ma- 
jor American bonks Increased their 
prime lending rate yesterday from 
17 to 17£ per cent, bringing their 
basic business loan rates to the 
highest levels since early May. 

The move was Initiated by Chase 
Manhattan Bank, the third-lorgest 
U.S. commercial bonk. Among 
banks whicb quickly followed were 
Manufacturers Hanover Trust Co. 
and Chemical Bank, both of New 
York, and First National Bank of 
Chicago. 

The increases continued a trend 
of rapidly escalating interest rates 
in recent weeks. The prime stood at 
14 per cent a month ago. 

The prime hit a record of 20 per 
cent in early April before falling 
rapidly as the U.S. olid Into a reces- 
sion.

Summit of sorts 


OF ARAB summit meeting's there are basically two kinds: the 
summit that demonstrates Arab disunity as it goes along, and 
even more so after It breaks up, and the summit that proclaims 
Arab disunity even before it has been convened. The three-day 
“solidarity summit" due to wind -up in Amman today, is of the 

1& The fathering has been boycotted by five of the Arab 
League’s member-statea — Syria, Libya, Algeria. South Yemen 
— representing the core of the "radical" bloc, and by Lebanon, 
as well as the one non-state member, the PLO. Besides, Egypt 
has been kept out — for Cairo's policy of peace with Israel is not 
only anathema for all the remaining “conservative" conferees, 
but is the cement that binds them all together. 

In Damascus, the conference was billed in advance as “the ■ 
summit of collapse." This was a characteristically self-serving , 
exaggeration, designed to conceal the fact that Syria now finds I 
itself isolated as never before in the Arab world. Yet there was 
an element of truth to it, highlighted by the very demonstrative 
absence of Syria, and its hanger-on the PLO. 

It was also underlined by the Syrian troop movements in the , 
direction of the Jordan border, reported to have coincided with ; 
the opening of the summit. Syria, it appears, was fearful that i 
holding this conference in Amman, of all Arab capitals, would 
boost King Hussein's standing as a leader in the war with 
Israel; and so, obviously, was the PLO. 

The boycott by the "radicals" may itself have constituted- 
some setback to the “conservatives" present, and the; 
Hashemite monarch's stock among the Arabs. But it was, 
perhaps more than made up for by Iraq's aligning itself openly 
with the "conservatives," This, of course, is pure expedience. 

Hemmed in as it is between Khomeini’s lran, with which it is 
now engaged in a war of attrition, and Baathist Syria, with | 
which it has been locked in endless political strife, formerly 
"radical" Iraq has found it useful to Join with the kings and ! 
sheikhs It so loved to lambast. Its best Arab friends today are 1 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia and Kuwait — and, next to them, their ! 
other "conservative" Arab friends. 

For their part the "conservative" regimes, fearful of Syria’s i 
new military pact with the Soviet Union, no less than of Iran's | 
Revolutionary Islamic fundamentalism, have been more than . 
willing to accept that once-straying sheep, Iraq, back Into the 
fold. 

From Israel’s viewpoint, however, the reception of that most 1 
bloody-minded enemy into a group of Arab states widely seen in > 
the West as "moderate” and "West leaning," is not a par - 1 
tlcul&rly welcome development. Its effect could easily be to j 
make the group .even more warlike than it really is. ' p , 

The real difference between the two groups, in terms of the’ 
Israeli Interest, lies in their different sense of urgency. Thus 
Iraq is willing to wait a while, as indeed it must, before it 
gathers enough strength for a final confrontation with Israel. In 
Syria's eyes, time is running out, and it wants doomsday to he 
granted absolute priority on the Arab agenda. That is what King 
Hussein himself hinted at in his opening speech. 

ihe “conservatives," for example, are playing for time to 
work out what they foresee as a potentially useful dialogue with 
the new U.S. administration of Ronald Reagan. To forestall 
such an attempt, some fresh Israeli policies may be in order. It 
will not do to merely bank on the Intransigence of die Arabs, and 
on the disarray in their ranks. 


Peres moves ahead 


THE FINAL returns from the Labour Party balloting on Tues- 
day are still being awaited. In any case, it would be hard to 
determine, at this point, just how many of the delegates to the 
party's nominating. convention next month are committed to 
party chairman Shimon Peres, how many to ex-premier 
Yitzhak Rabin — and how many are uncommitted. 

From information so far available it appears, however, that 
Mr. Peres captured roughly two thirds of the party vote, and 
Mr. Rabin something like one third. This is less than an 
overwhelming expression of confidence in Mr. Feres as 
Labour's (and the Alignment’s) standard-bearer — meaning 
candidate for premiership — in the coming national poll. But it 
is more than enough to assure his choice for that role. 

There will be nothing odd in that outcome, bearing in mind 
that It is Mr. Peres who, since Labour's defeat at the hands of 
the Likud three-and-a-half years ago, has led the party through 
the wilderness of opposition — not dazzlingly, perhaps, but more 
than competently. Mr. Rabin, on the other hand, has spent most 
of that time working up, not least through his memoirs, opposi- 
tion to Mr. Peres. 

What makes it a trifle odd Is the fact, firmly established by the 
pollsters, that Mr. Rabin is' at present favoured by the general 
electorate two-to-one over Mr. Peres as their choice for the 
country's next premier. This has been used by Mr. Rabin's par- 
ty backers as their main argument on his behalf. 

It Is not a very good argument, however, and the party 
members have done themselves proud by rejecting it. 

Mr. Rabin may be & natural to win a national popularity con- 
test at this time : the aura of premiership still clings to his head, 
as it were, and his term in office apparently shapes up in the 
popular Imagination as a "golden age” when compared with the 
dreadful mess lately created by Mr. Begin. Also, his tough-hewn 
manner can easily be mistaken for uncompromising sincerity. 

But a political party owes it to the people to be guided in its j 
choice of leaders by reality, and not by appearances. 

To those who still remember, and there must be more than a 
few of them around, Premier Rabin's term as prime minister 
was not marked by sterling leadership. It was rather a period of 
declining public confidence in the government of Labour, which 
then led to the Likud victory in May 1977. 

That memory Is not redeemed by Mr. Rabin's recent vindic- 
tive pursuit of Shimon Peres. 
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WHAT THE PLO 


REALLY WANTS 


ROBERT FRIEDMAN, an American journalist residing 
in the Middle East, went to Beirut two months ago at the 
invitation of the PLO to interview some of its leaders. One 
of them was Abu Iyad (Salah Khalaf), the head of the 
PLO's international operations and founder of the 
notorious Black September. Another was May Sayegh, 
secretary-general of the PLO’s Women’s Union and a 
member of the Palestine National Council. Their 
message: Our aim remains the eradication of Israel.- 


ABU IYAD met me In his heavily-’ 
guarded office an one of the filthy 
side-streets that snake through 
crumbling West Beirut. He offered 
me sugar cookies and tea, then 
settled his round, khaki-clad figure 
behind a large, walnut desk to field 
a wide range of questions. 

This was only the second inter- 
view Abu Iyad had granted since he 
was sacked as head of the PLO’s in- 
ternal security and Intelligence 
agencies last May. 

Question: In 1978, you wrote in A 
Palestinian Without a Country that 
the Palestinians were in a far worse 
situation than the one that 
-prompted them to establish El 
Fatah in 1958. Do you still agree 
with that assessment? 

Answer: Yes. Even .though the 
Palestinians have a strong political 
identity that can be expressed 
through the revolution, we still 
haven’t been able to achieve our 
strategic aim — a Palestinian state. 
This is a tragedy. 


Q: You also wrote in your book 
that "terrorism will stop when we 
have a state to run." You said 
statehood would have a calming 
effect on the Palestinians, and that 
extremism would soon disappear. 
As a state and neighbour, you 
promised, Palestine would pose no 
threat to Israel. 

A: That translation is not correct. 
I meant that an Independent state 
on the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip is the beginning of the final 
solution. That solution is to es-. 
tabllah a democratic state in the 
whole at Palestine. Arms, however,

DENTAL CARE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — It is generally agreed by 
most people, except dentists, that 
something must be done about den- 
tal care. The exhorbltant cost of 
dental care in Israel places a 
severe burden on the low-income 
sectors of the population who must 
very often postpone such care, or do 
without it. 


A clinic was opened in East 
Talpiot to supply dental care for a 
token fee to pensioners and low- 
income families. After less than a 
year, various public bodies 
withdrew their support and the 
clinic was forced to close. 


Moreover, the Ministry of 
Welfare recently withdrew the aid 
It offered to the elderly and new Im- 
migrants for dental care. 
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wUl not be the' only means we use to 
achieve this end. 

Q: I quoted that version from my 
copy of your book. In any case, 
later on you wrote that after a 
Palestinian state on the- West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip is created. 
Jewish and Arab workers will rise 
up against exploiters and im- 
perialists. "those very ones who 
created hatred between our two ' 
peoples leading them to war." 

Doesn't the first statement 
promise an end to terrorism and the 
recognition of Israel, while the 
following statement theorizes the 
eventual overturning of the Zionist 
state once a Palestinian state Is es- 
tablished? 

A: This relates to what I just said. 
We will struggle by all means to 
achieve a state and we will not lay 
down our weapons until we have a 
state that fulfils the ultimate goal of 
the Palestinian jpovement — . a 
secular, democratic state ' In the 
whole of Palestine, comprising 
Moslems, Christians and Jews. 

Palestine is a small area. Why 
can't we all live peacefully together 
in one state? This Is the real final 
solution. 

Q: There are many Israelis who 
recognize that the Palestinians 
have a right to an independent 
state. How do you feel about groups 
in Israel, such as Peace Now, that 
have started a serious debate 'about 
the ethlcallty and practicality of the 
occupation? 

A: We’d like to struggle together 
with progressive Jews against 
Zionism, which has been condemn- 
ed as a racist movement. The 


Zionist problem will be resolved 
when Jews, Moslems and 
Christians struggle together to 
overcome it. There is a special arti- 
cle that was passed by the Palestine 
National Congress (PNC) in March 
1977, which states that the PLO 
must start relations with 
progressive Jewish movements. 
We already have relations with 

Rakah. . . • 

"■q- But doves in Israel claim their 
position Is being undermined, by the 
lack of a positive moderate Palesti- 
nian response to the Jewish peace 
effort. „„„ 

A: Since the decision of the PNC 
to contact progressive groups in 
Israel, we have started to set up our 
peace movement. This is dedicated 
to educating the West, and the 
Israelis themselves, about the 
racist nature of Zionism. We must 
remember that. Zionism means an 
expansionist .Tewisb state with 
Arabs as second-class citizens. The 
Israeli Peace Now movement, 
however, has been unable to purify 
itself of its Zionist characteristics. 
Therefore we only want relations 
with ideologically pure non- 
Zionists. 

Q: Abu Iyad, how can you 
realistically expect to reeducate 
the 99 per cent of the Israeli public 
that supports the Zionist stat e?. 

A: The creation of Israel didn't 
solve the Jewish problem. It only 
exacerbated it. Many Israelis 
realize this fact, therefore' your 
percentage is Inaccurate. We are 
trying to explain to the world that 
Zionism Isn't a solution to anyone's 
problems. But the Zionists are 


MAY SAYEGH, who was born in 
Gaza In 1940, left the strip In 1B67, 
and finally settled in Beirut four 
years later. 

Mrs. Sayegh received a BA in 
sociology from Cairo University. A 
poet and author, she is the mother 
of four children. . 

This interview was conducted at 
her office In Beirut on September 
28. Question.' Since you were a 
delegate to the Fatah Congress In 
Damascus last summer, you’d 
know If a resolution was passed 
calling for the destruction of Israel.' 
Yasser Arafat has denied it. 
Answer: I'm not sure what Chair- 
man Arafat told the press, but 
nothing new happened at the 
Congress. Our strategy was always 
to liberate Palestine. We have our 
democratic solution to the Palesti- 
nian problem. This does not mean 
two states. One state comprising 
Palestinian Christians, Moslems 
and Jews is our solution. A resolu- 
tion was passed supporting this 
view. Resolutions are laws. They 
axe passed by majority vote. 

Q: What about those West Bank 
Arabs who have expressed a desire 
to achieve a two-state solution? 

A: Let me repeat: Our goal is the 
total liberation of Palestine. Any 
Palestinian who wants less Is a 
traitor! 

Q: But Abu Iyad wrote in A 
Palestinian Without a Country, that 
once the Palestinians achieved 


statehood in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, the Palestinian people 
could live In peace alongside Israel. 

A: I'm opposed to that statement, 
and I don't think he ever said it. I'm 
meeting him this afternoon, and TO 
ask him.... 

Taiwan exists without China's 
recognition — and we exist without 
Israel’s recognition. We are not go- 
ing to recognize Israel! We are 
ready to live with the Jews. We are 
against the Zionists, not the Jews. 

Q: You say you are willing to live 
with the Jews. But 99 per cent of the 
Jews who live In Israel support the 
Zionist state. Won't you have to 
destroy those people in order t.o live 
in peace with the remaining one per 
cent? 

A: It will take a long time to 
change the Jews. Most people in- 
Israel are dominated by the Zionist 
way of thinking. Yet not all Jews 
are controlled by the Zionists. We 
are not only struggling to liberate 
our people from Zionism, but also to 
liberate the Jews themselves from 
Zionism. 

Q: How can you “liberate" 
Zionist Jews when you won't even 
talk to them? When Shulamit Aloni 
asked to speak to Leila Khaled at 
the UN Copenhagen Women's 
Conference, Ms. Khaled replied 
that she only spoke to Israelis. with 
a gun. 

A: The Copenhagen Conference 
denounced Zionism as a form of 


racism. The slogan of the con- 
ference was "Equality, peaoe and 
development" This can't be fulfill- 
ed in the world without the struggle 
of all men and women against 
colonialism, neo-colonlallsm, im- 
perialism, Zionism, racial dis- 
crimination and apartheid. We will 
talk to anyone who joins that 
struggled In fact, we have establish- 
ed contacts Inside Israel with 
Rakah based on this common 
struggle. We don't have contact 
with other Israelis, because we 
don't think they have anything for 
us. 

Q: Can you -be more specific 
about how the PLO hopes to re- 
educate the Zionists along the lines 
you stated? 

• A: Many Jews think it's against 
their religion to allow the 
Palestinians to set up a state. As a 
Christian, I studied religion and I 
know what's In the Bible. And as an 
Arab, and as a student of history, 1 
know that the Jews came to our 
country as Invaders. Palestine was 
called Canaan then. The 
Canaanltes had their own history 
tied to their land. After the Jewish 
invaders were finally expelled from 
Canaan, the original Canaanltes 
were still on the land. ' 


THE CANAANITES are our 
ancestors. They were the original 
owners of Palestine. It might seem 
foolish In the 20th century to bind 
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I’d had enough of wasting water, 
electricity and washing powder. 
Sothis time, 1 decided to buy 
an Amcor Compact washing-machine. 


I believe it is time to guarantee 
proper dental care to workers and 
pensioners as part of the services 
supplied by tbe sick funds, without 
leaving them at the mercy of the 
dentists. 
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afraid of our attempts to talk to the 
world. The Zionists also fear our ef- 
forts to explain bur point of view in- 
side Israel.

I 
don't want to speak about the long, 
ugly history of Zionism; but two 
days ago, on the Jewish New Year, 
Israeli Chief of Staff Eltan declared 
that the fight against the Palesti- 
nian fedayeeh is continuous, and 
won't stop until one side or the other 
is destroyed. We heard no comment 
by Peace Now opposing that 


declaration. . •; -

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600 dismissal notices

TEL AVIV. — El A1 has postponed 
issuing the 6 00 dismissal notices 
that It hud planned to send out early 
next week as part of the airline.’a 
revival plan, ft was 'announced 

yesterday. 

Implementation of the plan to 
resolve the airline's financial dif- 
ficulties has been delayed to allow 
for further negotiations among 
management, workers and the 
Hlstftdrut. a senior government of- 
ficial said. These negotiations — 
referred to as talks by Reha via 
Ofek, chairman of the labour 
federation’s trade union depart- 
ment — are not expected to last 
longer than a fortnight. 

The workers have rejected El 
Al's proposals to save $27.6 million 
a year through dismissals, wage 
freezes, Increases in working hours 
and charges for company services. 

The government had been 
scheduled to discuss the situation at 
El A1 early next week In view of the 
workers Tefusal to accept 
management's scheme. 

Management is trying to win the 
Hlstadrut’s cooperation In per- 
suading the workers to agree to the 


dismissals and the other changes 
EI Al president Yitzhak Shander 
met Ofek on Wednesday, and 
Avraham Shavit, chairman of the 
airline's board of directors, will 
speak to the Histadruf Central 
Committee on Sunday. 

Management is unable to enforce 
the changes because of a wage 
agreement. 

Meanwhile, government officials 
leaked reports that the transport 
ministry was planning to let Arkla 
and CAL replace El Al, which 
would be grounded because It lack- 
ed' funds to pay its. suppliers and 
employees. CAL and Arkla would 
be granted licences to operate in- 
dependent overseas routes under 
the plan. It was learned. 

In a related development, the 
Pilots Union announced it would 
prevent any foreign pilot from fly- 
ing El Al aircraft if the company is 
shut down. -The organization's 
chairman, Yehuda . Lev- Ran, did 
not say bow the union would carry 
out the threat, only saying,’ “we're 
got our connections." 

He maintained that the govern- 
ment should subsidize E3 Al until 
the economic situation Improves. 
Airlines are In financial straits all 
over the world, he argued. 


Banks queried on their 
interest rate practices

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday asked banks to explain 
why they charge 260 per cent In- 
terest on current account over- 
drafts but grant only 1-4 per cent in- 
terest on positive balances in the 
same accounts. 

MK Gustav Badlan (Likud- 
Liberala) noted that Interest rates 
for positive balances have not been 
raised In three years, but charges 
for overdraft have continued to go 
up and up. 


A bank representative present at 
the session countered that the 
banks provide their customers with 
free accounting up to a certain limit 
and enable wage earners to take 
overdrafts at reduced Interest. 
This, he claimed, compensates ac- 
count holders for the low rates on 
their holdings. 

Chamber of Commerce represen- 
tatives charged that the country's 
banks are operating as & cartel, and 
as such their interest rates should 
be regulated. Industrialists present 
added that high interest contributes 


to the acceleration of Inflation, 
since the cost of financing is 
recognized by Income tax 
authorities as deductible. 

MK Amos Hadar (Labour) said 
that high Interest, by imposing a 
• heavy financing burden on the 
economy, wreaks destruction on 
productive activity. 

MK Meir Cohen (Likud-Herut) 
criticized the banks' policy of open- 
ing more - and more luxurious 
branches. He asked how they can 
cry about having' no money and suf- 
fering real losses, and at the same 
time spend large sums on new 
branches. The bankers retorted 
that building new branches enables 
them, to protect the value of their 
money, given the system of taxing 
Inflationary profits. 

The bankers said that If the rate 
of inflation continues to rise, they 
will increase the cost of credit. 
Interest rates are already slated to 
Increase In January. 

A debate ensued over what con- 
stitutes positive real interest and 
what Is negative, with each side 
putting forth Its own figures for the 
current inflation rate.- 


Conceni for Soviet Jewry 
voicecFaf Madrid meeting 


MADRID (AP). — Israel told the 
European Security Conference 
yesterday It is concerned that the 
number of Jewish emigrants from 
the Soviet Union “has decreased 
drastically" this year after showing 
"a significant rise" In 1979. 

Israel's Ambassador to France, 
Meir Roserme, also told the 35- 
nation meeting that “.we are grave- 
ly concerned about the intensifica- 
tion of anti-Semitic acts in 
Europe.” 

He named no nation, but added 
that “in some countries” there had 
been "various terrorist actions 
committed by certain neo-Nazi, 
fascist organizations. All these tend 
to remind the Jewish people of one 
of Its darkest hours, which it un- 
derwent in Europe in the period 
between 1933 and 36.” 

France, among a handful of 
European countries, has been a re- 
cent focal point of anti-Semitism. 

Rosenne spoke as a represen- 


tative of a non-participating 
Mediterranean nation called before 
the conference which is reviewing 
the Helsinki agreements on human 
rights and 1 detente. 

"We did not come here to criticize 
anybody," Rosenne said, "but this 
problem (Jewish emigration) is too 
grave to be quietly shelved. 

“Israel looks to you, the 35 
signatories of the Helsinki final act, 
to take effective action to 
strengthen the provisions... concer- 
ning the right to leave one’s coun- 
try ...in order that many Jews who 
wish to do so — particularly from 
the Soviet Union — may be per- 
mitted to join their relatives in 
Israel," he said. 

He said Israel wanted to 
emphasize its endorsement of the 
section of the five-year-old Helsinki 
agreements that commit 33 Euro- 
pean nations, the U.S. and Canada 
“to refrain from the threat or use of 
force against the territorial Integri- 
ty of any state."

Israeli Arabs rap gov’t

Jerusalem Post Staff 
HAIFA. — Organizers of the 
national conference of Israeli 
Arabs due to take place In Nazareth 
next Saturday condemned yester- 
day what they called the 
government's falsification of the 
meeting's Intentions and threats to 
prevent It from taking place. 

In a statement published here 
yesterday, the organizers, in- 
cluding Rakah leaders and many

UN marks Palestine Day

UNITED NATIONS. — The UN to- 
day will celebrate the “Inter- 
national Day of Solidarity with the 
Palestinian People." 

The committee on the "exercise 
of the inalienable rights of the 
Palestinian people," which is head- 
ed by Ambassador R. Kane of 
Senegal, will bold two special 
meetings with more than 40 
delegations expected to attend. 

For the last month the committee 
has studied Issues related to the 
Palestinian people. It will submit 
its conclusions and recommen- 
dations to the General Assembly, 
which on Monday begins its debate 


on the issue and on other Middle 
East matters. The assembly will 
later vote on anti-Israeli draft 
resolutions which have been sub- 
mitted. 


At a press conference on Tuesday 
the Senegal! ambassador an- 
nounced that “there is an In- 
creasing pressure among UN 
members to apply sanctions 
against Israel and to go beyond 
resolutions and recommen- 
dations." 


On Monday an exhibition 
Palestine Homeland and Mother 
will open at the UN. Five pro-PLO 
films were shown at the UN this 
past week, but few people reported- 
ly attended the screenings.

Seventy survivors of the Entebbe 
hijacking began proceedings 
against Air France this week in Tel 
Aviv District Court toseek compen- 
sation for their ordeal. 

The petitioners, including 
relatives of the four civilians killed 
as a result of the incident, claim 
that Air France foiled to use securi- 
ty measures that could have 
forestalled the hijacking. They also 
cite the airliners scheduling of an 
interim stop in Athens after the 
plane left Israel, despite the 
dangers this involved..

The Israeli claimants, represen- 
ting moat of 100 Israelis held at 
Entebbe, had originally tried tb br- 
ing their case before American 
courts. A spokesman for the group, 
Han Hartuv. said last night that the 
U.S. courts had declined to hear the 
Israelis’ case. 


A pre-trial hearing was held on 
Wednesday in Tel Aviv before 
Judge Ehabu Winograd.
